Japanese interests have offered to 
buy into a strategic Mexican Oil 
Company, it was disclosed tonight. 

Jorge Viesca y Paima, an attor- 
ney who said he was the princi- 
pal stockholder of the Chontla 
company, which he organized two 
years ago, said Japanese had of- 
fered to buy all or part of his 
holdings. 

The company has valuable con- 
cessions in Vera Cruz state, just 
across the Gulf of Mexico from 
the United States navy station at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

Its concessions are on 253 lots, 
each about 100 acres, fin the vicini- 
ty of Minatitlan, Vera Cruz, the 
narrowest point of North America.

uilding a pipeline across the 
rn dethimus, from -Sa 


Cruz on the Pacific coast to Mina- | 


titlan, about 600 miles south of 
Brownsville, Texas. !

The boys who roam: Atlanta’s 
streets and alleys because they 
have nothing better to do and no 
place else to go, are going to get a 
new chance. 


The youngsters who hang around’ 


the dives and the pool rooms and 
listen to the “big shots” talk are 
going to have a club of their own. 

It will be a sort of boy heaven 
where any fellow between eight 
and 18 can go and have a good 
time all on his own hook—where 
he can play games, join a basket- 
ball team, wrestle, box, putter 
around in work shops, or just sit 
and read. 

Representatives of civic organi- 
zations from all over Atlanta yes- 
terday formulated preliminary 
plans for just such a club in a sec- 
tion of the city where poverty is 
the rule—not the exception. 

Room for 500 to 1,000. 


The club, they planned, will be 
for boys who have few opportu- 
nities to better themselves. It will 
be large enough to accommodate 
a membership of between 500 and 
1,000 and to furnish all of them 
equal recreational facilities and 
educational advantages. 

Primarily, it will not be an edu- 
cational institution. The most im- 
portant objective will be to give 
the boys a place to have fun. This 
club, unlike most of them, will 
have no rules or regulations to go 
by. When a boy member comes in 
for an afternoon or évening, he 
can do just anything he wishes to 
amuse himself.

PERPIGNAN, France, April 7. 
—(P)—An American. who served 
with the Spanish government ar- 
my estimated today 9,000 Ameri- 
cans went.to Spain to fight against 
the Insurgents, and he said he 
knew of only 200 who still were 
fighting. . 

All others, he said, either were 
killed, wounded or had disap- 
peared. 

He was John G. Honeycombe, 
37, of Los Angeles, Cal., who act- 
ed as political commissar for the 
Washington and Lincoln battalions. 

The old Washington battalion, 
Honeycombe said, was almost 
wiped out at Belchite, where the 
Insurgents’ march toward the sea 
started four weeks ago, and “Fran- 
co finished the job at Gandesa.” 

In what he called “the Gandesa 
collapse,” Honeycombe said 560 
remnants of the Washington bat- 
talion were caught in the path of 
the Insurgent army that took the 
town last Saturday. ~ 

“The secret of the Insurgent ad- 
vance,” the Californian said, “is 
that the international brigades are 
through and the crack Spanish 
Lister and Campesino brigades are 
played out. 

“There is nothing left to stop 
the Fascists (Insurgents). It 
should be over soon. 

Honeycombe arrived hungry 
and exhausted after what he said 
was four or five days of Walking 
and hitch-hiking to reach the 
French frontier. Rips in the 
trousers of his khaki uniform 
showed shrapnel wounds. 

He said he suffered them during 
the retreat from Belchite after 
the Insurgent offensive struck 
March 9. The Ameritans, he said, 
were driven back under continual 
airplane strafing beyond Caspe 
and through Gandesa. 

He said the American volunteers 
were paid sent pesetas (40 cents) 
a day.

It was the turn of supporters of 
the bill to yell their seeroval when 
Representative Warren, Democrat, 
North Carolina, stalked down into 
the well of the chamber to de- 
clare: 

“By this motion, the gentleman 
from New York, Mr. O’Connor, is 
endeavoring to foist on the house 
of representatives some of the 
same ruthless methods he has at- 
tempted in the past,” Warren as- 
serted. : 

He said the New Yorker had in- 
sinuated that “in the parlance of 
the gutter,” house conferees would 
“sell out the house” when the bill 
went to conference with the sen- 
ate to be drafted into its final 
form. 

“If the gentleman intimates that 
I would do so, I do not speak his 
language or think his thoughts,” 
Warren stormed, “I have never 
been trained to stoop to conquer.” 

It was Representative Kniffin, 
Democrat, Ohio, who submitted the 
amendment to retain for congress 
the right to veto presidential re- 
organization orders. That would 
be done by means of a concurrent 
resolution, which would require 
only a majority vote of approval 
in senate and house and would not 
be signed by the chief executive. 


Legality Questioned. 


Foes of the bill repeatedly point- 
ed out that President Roosevelt 
had said that a concurrent resolu- 
tion, as a means of overriding pres- 
idential action, was of questionable 

- constitutionality. 

“This amendment,” Kniffin con- 
tended, “prevents the President of 
the United States from substitut- 
ing his will for that of congress.” 

Republicans called it “bait” for 
votes. 

Representative Pettengill, Dem- 
ocrat, Indiana, said it would en- 
able 49 senators to overrule 47 
senators and the entire house 
membership. . 

But Representative Cox, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, said the proposal 
was “clearly constitutional” be- 
cause the reservation to congress 
of power to vacate executive or- 
ders would be as much a part of 
the law as the grant of reorganiza- 
tion powers to the President. 

The amendment to exempt the 
education bureau from reorganiza- 
tion produced only a smattering of 
opposition votes. 


Warren was its author. He said 
President Roosevelt had author- 
ized him to read a telegram the 
executive had received at noon 
from George Cardinal Mundelein, 
Catholic archbishop of Chicago. It 
said: 

Church Not Hindered. 


“As a result of my own investi- 
gation gathered from reliable 
sources I cannot find that the wel- 
fare or freedom of the Catholic 
church is in any way hindered by 
the pending reorganization bill. 
My sole purpose in stating this to 
you is because we. have been 
drawn into the discussion and my 
personal knowledge of your fair- 
ness to us would render any such 
action impossible on your part.” 

President Roosevelt replied that 
the Cardinal’s telegram was “most 
assuring, especially so because it 
comes from a sincere and outspok- 
en champion of freedom. 

Late in the day, the house agreed 
almost unanimously to add the 
veterans’ administration to agen- 
cies which would be exempt from 
the reorganization program. But it 
refused, 109 to 63, to put the for- 
estry service in the same category. 

The house refused tonight to 
write anti-lynching legislation into 
the government reorganization bill. 

It rejected, by a 71 to 14 stand- 
ing vote, a proposal by Represen- 
tative Holmes, Republican, Massa- 
chuetts, to add authority “to pro- 
mote safety against lynching” to 
powers of the proposed welfare 
department.

U.S. BANK RESERVES 
INCREASE $20,000,000 


Rise Attributed to $65,000,- 


000 More in Circulation. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—(4)— 
The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported today the lendable excess 
reserves of the nation’s banks in- 
creased $20,000,000 last week to 
$1,580,000,000—a new high since 
reserve requirements were in- 
creased May 1, 1937. 

The increase was attributed 
largely to a $65,000,000 increase 
in money in circulation. 

The board also reported 
bought £46,000,000 worth of gov- 
ernment bonds during the “week, 
apparently to support the govern- 
ment bond market which was 
somewhat shaky last week.

Three years ago Veracruzana 
took over properties and leases of 
Compania Mexicana de Laguna, 
which made no effort to conceal 
that it was Japanese-controlled 
after Mexican congressmen pro- 
tested several times against Japa- 
nese activities in Mexico. 

A check of concessions which 
the government granted last year 
offered no indication that Vera- 
cruzana—however it is controlled 
—has an inside track. Of 108 con- 
cessions, 101 went to Aguila in 
last November’s contract for Poza 
Rica exploitation. These, of course, 
were revoked by the expropria- 
tion. 

Two concessions went to indi- 
viduals, one to Compania Mexi- 
cana de Petroleos Cosmos, in 
which Japanese also are interest- 
ed, and the other four to Vera- 
cruzana. 

Output Only 30,000 Barrels. 

Veracruzana’s production at 
present is little more than a drop 
in the bucket of Mexico’s annual 
output. It was authoritatively es- 
timated at 30,000 barrels last year 
but oil men said production of 
most of the wells could be ex- 
panded considerably on short no- 
tice. 

Investigators from other oil con- 
cerns were reported to have found 
some dozen Japanese carried on 
the Veracruzana payroll as cooks, 
water boys and so on while the 
officials and technicians were 
Mexicans, , | 

Company Mexicana de Petroleos 
Cosmos is a still smaller company 
and has no actual production. Its 
concession for last year was for 
a single lot of 80 acres near Amat- 
lan, Vera Cruz. 

Executives of the expropriated 
companies said they heard nego- 
tiations were “not going so well” 
with Francis W. Rickett, British 
promoter, and Bernard E. Smith, 
New York stock broker, seeking 
to purchase Mexican oil.

and answer form, of the reorgan- 
ization bill pending in the house:

A. Advocates say it is to in- 
crease the efficiency of the gov- 
ernment. Opponents say it is to 
give the President dictatorial 
powers. ; 

Q. What is the principal power 
the bill would give the President? 

A. It would allow him to “group, 
co-ordinate and consolidate execu- 
tive and administrative agencies 
of the government” and to abolish 
those that are not considered es- 
sential. 

Q. Would congress retain any 
check on this power? , 

A. Yes. An amendment ap- 
proved today by the house would 
retain for congress the right, by a 
simple majority vote, to nullify 
any rganization order the Pres- 
ident, might issue. The constitu- 
tionality of this amendment has 
been questioned, however. 

Q. Would enactment of the bill 
result in governmental economy? 


A. Opponents say it would not, 
and might increase the cost of gov- 
ernment—particularly by creating 
a new Department of Welfare to 
promote such things as public 
health, s.fety, sanitation, the in- 
terests of consumers, and the re- 
lief of the unempioyed. Advocates 
dispute this. 

Q. Aside from the question of 
granting broad powers to the Pres- 
ident, what have been some of the 
principal charges made against 
the bill? 

A. That it would destroy the 
civil service, devitalize the gen- 
eral accounting office, and per- 
haps permit governmental control 
of education. 

Q. Has action been taken to 
meet any of these objections? 

A. Yes. The house voted today 
to exempt the federal office of 
education from any reorganiza- 
tion program. The veterans’ ad- 
ministration also was exempt. 

Q. What, in brief, does the bill 
provide regarding the civil serv- 
ice and the general accounting of- 
fice? 

A. It would extend the classi- 
fied civil service to more federal 


workers and substitute a single 
civil service administrator for the 
present three-man Civil Service 


comptroller general removable at 
the will of the President and pro- 
vide a new auditor general to 
audit government expenditures 
after they are made. 

Q@. Would the bill affect the 
White. House itself? 

A. Yes. The President would be 
authorized to name six adminis- 
trative assistants for himself. 

Q. Could the President reorgan- 
ize commissions, boards, inde- 
pendent establishments or govern- 
ment-owned corporations? 

A. Yes, with certain specific ex- 
ceptions, including the veterans’ 
administration. 

Q. What are the other excep- 
tions? 

A. The commissions on Inter- 
state Commerce, Federal Trade, 
Power, Securities, 
tions, Bituminous Coal, Tariffs 
‘and Maritime Affairs, and the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
corps of army engineers, coast 
guard and general accounting of- 
fice.

He 
said Japanese detachments that 
broke through a ring of Chinese 
troops fled to the north, abandon- 
ing supplies and artillery. 

Independent advices from Su- 
chow apparently confirmed the 
Chinese reports, explaining that 
Japanese divisions pushing toward 
the junction of the Tientsin-Pu- 
kow and Lunghai railroads had 
permitted themselves to be sur- 
rounded, counting on artillery to 
blast a gap through the Chinese 
cordon, 

They said the Chinese, however, 
brought up heavier artillery than 
the Japanese possessed and, using 
tanks for the first time since the 
battle for Shanghai, turned the 
tables. 

Tens of thousands of civilians, 
students and troops marched, sang 
war songs and shouted slogans.

FIRST COUNTY C. OFC. 
IN STATE TONIGHT 


Meeting Called by by Citizens’ 
Committee to Foster 


Rural-Urban Service. 


Farmers and businessmen of De- 
Kalb county will gather tonight in 
the Decatur courthouse to work 
out plans for organization of the 
DeKalb County Chamber of Ag- 
riculture and Commerce, designed 
to be the first organization of its 
. kind to be formed in Georgia. 

The meeting, to be held at 7:30 
o’clock, has been planned for some 
time by the Decatur citizens’ com- 
mittee, composed of merchants, 
political leaders and businessmen 
and is open to everyone. 

Hailed as “a county-wide or- 
ganization for county-wide serv- 
ice,” the new chamber is expected 
to reach a membership of 1,000 
persons and an annual budget of 
at least $10,000 within a short 
time, according to organizers. 
Membership blanks ‘were being 
mailed yesterday. 

Membership Fee Small. 

Charles D. McKinney, chairman 
of the citizen’s committee, said 
yesterday that no money or mem- 
berships will be solicited at to- 
night’s meeting, since the purpose 
of the first session is to create in- 
terest in the idea. However, he 
pointed out, the membership fee 
will likely be very small. 

Prominent DeKalb county cit- 
izens are scheduled to address the 
mass meeting tonight. Included 
among speakers will be Scott Can- 
dler; mayor of Decatur; W. M. 
Rainey, superintendent of DeKalb 
county schools; C. A. Matthews, 
county commissioner; Julius A. 
McCurdy Jr., county attorney, and 
John Wesley Weekes, former sen- 
ator of the 34th district, and sev- 
eral others. 

Objectives Outlined. 

Immediate objectives, as out- 
lined for the new organization by 
the citizen’s committee, will in- 
clude the sponsoring of a one-day 
fair for Decatur during late Sep- 
tember or early October... Begin- 
ning immediately, also, will be a 
six-month clean-up,  paint-up, 
plant-up campaign. 

The other principal long-range 
objectives, as outlined by the com- 
mittee, are: 

(1) A continuous study of coun- 
ty problems. 

(2) Publication of books and 
posters describing the attractive- 
ness of DeKalb courty for farm- 
ing, manufacturing, residential 
beauty, church property and ‘edu- 
cational facilities, 

(3) Bringing in of new indus- 
tries to the county. 

(4) Publicizing Decatur, the 
county seat; as a center for new 
business enterprises. 

Electric Installation. 

(5) Increasing installation of 
electric lines throughout the coun- 
ty, especially in the southern, 
eastern and northern sections of 
the county, either through the Ru- 
ral Electrification Administration 
or the Georgia Power Company. 

(6) Paving roads connecting ru- 
ral schools and local markets and 
beautification of state highways in 
the eounty. 

(7) Obtaining of better bus 
transportation between various 
eounty centers. 

(8) Aiding farmers in learning 
of better farming methods, and 
obtaining of better residential 
buildings for farmers through aid 
of the Federal Housing Admini- 
stration or other agencies. 

School Curriculum. , 

(9) Enlargement of the school 
eurriculum to embrage new sub- 
jects in agriculture, home eco- 
nomics and vocational. training. 

(10) Erection of memorials to 
distinguished citizens of the coun- 
ty, such as Colonel George W. 
Scott, founder of Agnes Scott Col- 
lege, in connection with the 530th 
anniversary of the institution. 

(11) Improvement. of public 
playgrounds and advocating a 
community forest. 

“We hope through this county- 
wide Chamber of Agriculture and 
Commerce to join forces with our 
fellow-citizens in every part of our 
state at a time when it is so im- 
portant that the morale be bol- 
stered,” declared McKinney. “We 
do not feel that we should leave 
the work of building or recon- 
struction to the government or the 
state, but should remember tat 
the essence of our governmental 
system is the continuous, intelli- 
gent and unselfish efforts of local 
citizens.”

WAGES AND EARNING CAPACITY 

* In view of the favorable report, this week, 
ef a new wages and hours bill by a subcommit- 
tee of the house committee on labor, attention 
should be called to some pertinent statistics on 
earning power of workers. These statistics pro- 
vide data which must be considered by any 
guthority which may be set up to prescribe 
thinimum wages or maximum hours for any 
industry. 

Peter Molyneaux, editor of The Texas Week- 
ly, points out that, although the average wage of 
industrial workers in the south is lower than 
that of similar workers in the north, the south~- 
ern manufacturer pays out in wages a larger 
proportion of his manufacturing income than 
does the manufacturer of the north. 
= For the purpose of this comparison, records 
of 11 southern states are compared with a group 
of four states in the north. The southern states 
éte Georgia, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, Arkansas and Louisiana. The 
four northern states are New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Michigan. 

- In the southern states, out of net income— 
that is, proceeds of sales of products after de- 
ducting the-cost of raw material—the manu- 
facturer pays $39.45 of every $100 in wages. In 
the northern states only $32.17 of each $100 
goes for wages. Yet the wages of the southern 
‘worker are lower than those of his northern 
brother. Why? 

* The answer is simple. It is because of the 
predominance in the.south of industries which 
aid much less to the value of the raw material, 
by processing, than is added in the north. Add- 
ed to this is the fact that there is a larger in- 
yestment of capital per worker in the north, 
thus increasing the’ worker’s productive power. 

Mr. Molyneaux points out that in the four 
northern states the total value of manufac- 
tured products, annually, is $6,674 per worker. 
Of this, $3,095. represents cost of raw materials, 


wages. 
* In the 11 southern states the value of man- 


ufactured products, annually, is $4,568 per 
worker, of which’ $2,827 represents costs of raw 
materials, leaving only $1,741 for all other costs, 
including wages. 

With an income per worker less than half 
that of the northern manufacturers, it is be- 
yond reason to expect the south’s industry to 
pay wages equalling those of the north. 

- Yet the south, as stated, pays a much larger 
proportion of its industrial earnings to its 
workers, despite the fact that the scales of pay 
gre lower. If it were not for the savings made 
in other ways, due to climate, lower overhead 
and other costs, it would be impossible for 
southern industry to continue to operate. 

: That any mandatory increase of wages, 
drawing southern pay nearer to the level of 
the north, is the way to cure the situation is 
self-evidently mistaken. 

The only certain road to higher wages in the 
south is by increase in capital investment, thus 
making possible a larger creation of wealth by 
every worker. If the income is increased, the 
past record assures that the southern workers 
will get their full share of that increase. 

Mandatory increase of pay scales, without 
increase of income, can only result in reduction 
of operations and the laying-off of a large 
proportion of the workers now employed. Which 
is the road to further business depression, to 
increased burdens of relief and to a mounting 
total of unemployed, despairing people.

FOR COUNTY-WIDE SERVICE 
A movement underway in the county of De- 
Kalb holds promise of substantial contribution 
to better.living in that subdivision of the state, 
Headed by a group of the most substantial 
citizens of the county, an effort has begun to 
create a DeKalb County Chamber of Agriculture 
and Commerce. A mass meeting will be held 
tonight at the courthouse in Decatur and from 
that meeting the impetus to carry the plan to

Although a considerable portion of the city 
of Atlanta lies in DeKalb county, and although 
the city of Decatur itself is a municipality of 
distinct enterprise—it is older, in years, than 
Atlanta—it has been unavoidable that the 
smaller community has been overshadowed by 
metropolitan Atlanta. . 


It is the dream of the men behind the move- 
ment to create this chamber, however, to make 
it primarily an organization for the benefit of 
the rural areas of the county and for the small- 
er towns and communities, The business and 
professional leaders of Decatur will take part 
in the body, but their contribution will be 
chiefly an effort to benefit the farming sec- 
tions. 

One proposal of especial interest upon the 
tentative program for the organization is that 
for a series of community fairs, culminating in 
a county-wide fair at Decatur, held in con- 


junction with an “Old Home” week when all £ 


former residents of the city or the county would 
be invited to come back again for a visit. 
This would, likewise, be linked with an ex- 
tensive and practically continuous “clean up 
and paint up” campaign, with prizes offered for 
those rural homes and smaller urban communi- 
ties which showed the greatest improvement. 


An organization such as that proposed in 
DeKalb can, if composed of a county-wide and 
enthusiastic membership, achieve untold good 
for every resident of the county. Atlanta itself 
and KRulton county will watch with sympathetic 
interest the progress of the proposed new cham- 
ber.and may well find in its successful opera- 
tion the inspiration for a similar organization. 


FRANCE AT THE CROSSROADS 

In the rapid and violent changes of Euro- 
pean alignments, the rather significant events 
indicating a disruption of the French republic 
have been largely overlooked. Democracy faces 
the barricades in the volatile nation which for 
the last 20 years has been a dominant factor 
in Old World political and economic affairs. 

The France of Cyrano de Bergerac and Fran- 


cois Villon has dreamed its way into chaos, 
Tasting the fruits of victory in 1918, the French 


set about to keep Germany subjugated through | 


a system of collective security dominated by 
Paris. That the Reich economy collapsed time 
and time again because of these policies did not 
bring any hint of the consequences to the 
French government. Faced then by‘Hitler, who 
climbed to power over the successive internal 
collapses which must in some measure be linked 
with the world-wide crash, France’s political 
unity failed in contemplation of the loss of 
security as nation after nation of the Little 
Entente either drifted closer to the Nazi ideol- 
ogy or were weakened by Germany’s strength. 


From that day France has been in turmoil. 
Seeking to build its armament to combat the 
menace to the east, and at the same time at- 
tempting to institute a planned economy under 
the guise of social reforms, the country has 
been rent politically by the struggle for in- 
ternal control of the democratic structure. To- 
day, Leon Blum, who as premier in 1936 at- 
tempted to establish a “New Deal’ patterned 
after the Roosevelt model, is gambling the 
existence of his government before parliament, 
He asks powers which zealous Frenchmen fear 
to yield lest they entrench dictatorial powers 
in the cabinet. 

More than half the national income is ab- 
sorbed by the state for governmental expendi- 
tures, almost twice as much as the accepted 
limit to which a state may go in seizing the 
resources of its citizens. 

Of such stuff is made the pattern for to- 
talitarian seizure of control.

MEXICO’S OIL SEIZURE 
(From The Columbia State.) 

Mexico’s expropriation or seizure of oil prop- 
erties owned by American and British investors 
seems to have been cannily timed. It came when 
nations were preoccupied with heavier tasks than 
the protection of private investments made by 
their nationals in foreign lands. Even so, the epi- 
sode has created surprisingly little excitement. 

Old-time “dollar diplomacy” would demand an 
immediate and threatening response from the 
United States and from England, but that kind of 
diplomacy, happily, has not the power it once 
possessed because in enlightened countries it no 
longer is so deeply respected. When William Jen- 
nings Bryan declared private investors who seek 
fortunes in foreign lands should go it alone, he 
was denounced hotly, but a statesman today 
might say the same thing without running any 
risk of denunciation, and even without creating 
great interest. The American viewpoint on such 
matters has changed. The Mexican government 
and the Mexican workers, seeking improvement 
in internal conditions, now will find some sympa- 
thetic Understanding, where formerly they would 
have had angry fists shaken in their faces.

They Had ' 
Trouble With Hogs. 


In the April issue of The At- 
lanta Historical Bulletin is to be 
found an article reproducing the 
records of proceedings of the At- 
lanta city council in 1854. Mu- 
nicipal worries and responsibili- 
ties appear to have been some- 
what different from those of to- 
day. They probably took them 
quite as seriously, however. Mayor 
Hartsfield would undoubtedly 
like some of the financial items 
for today, or I miss my guess. 

Hogs seem to have been one of 
the most persistent worries. Here 
are excerpts: 

Jan. 20, 1854—$150.00 a year 
voted for rent of Council Hall; 
also, for 1853. 

Feb. 10, 1854—Force employed 
for maintenanee of streets:—Over- 
seer, $30.00 per month; three ne- 
groes, $17.00 and two negroes, 
$18.00 per month. 

Resolved that Ransom, a slave 
belonging to the State of Georgia, 
be allowed to sell coffee, cakes, 
&c, in the passenger depot in this 
City, for the accommodation of 
passengers. 

Feb. 18.—Resolved ‘that the 
Committee on Ordinances pre- 
pare an ordinance for removing 
of hogs from streets. 

Resolved that two lamps be 
erected at the Railroad Crossing 
of Whitehall Street and that the 
City Lamps be lighted on dark 
nights by the Marshals. 

Feb. 24.—Ordinance Committee 
asked to report ordinance to pro- 
hibit the trotting or running of 
horses or any animal or animals, 
across and over the Bridge across 
the Rail Road on Market Street.

TORTOSA, Spain, April 7.—(By 
Wireless)—-Driving carefully be- 
tween the boxes of dynamite set to 
mine the small storie bridges on the 
narrow road, we worked our way 
up the Ebro valley. Tortosa had 
been reported taken in a wild story 
sent out from France, but we found 
Tortosa, the town, smashed as 
ever but its three big bridges still 
intact and traffic moving freely 
between Barcelona and Valencia.

The various#methods were: (1) 
voluntary reduction by agreement 
between the secretary of agricul- 
ture and individual farmers, (2) 
marketing agreements, (3) surplus 
removal and market expansion, 
(4) tax programs for compulsory 
control such as the,Bankhead cot- 
ton act and the Kerr tobacco act, 
(5) holding reserve supply of cer- 
tain food, feed and fiber crops as 
protection from extreme price 
fluctuations. E 

During the three-year period, 
AAA had made. 8,400,000 produc- 
tion adjustment contracts involv- 
ing about 19,400,000 separate pay- 
ments to farmers, and had _ dis- 
bursed about one and a half bil- 
lion dollars. 

In 1932 approximately 205,600,- 
000 acres were producing commod- 
ities to which crop-adjustment 
programs were later applied. By 
1935 these had been reduced to 
180,129,000 acres, and of this acre- 
age 150,543,000 acres were cover- 
ed by production adjustment con- 
tracts, 

The acreage “rented” by the 
government on which farm pro- 
duction was shifted by the pro- 
gram during i’s three years of op- 
eration was covered by 1,626,000 
contracts in 1933, 3,105,000 in 
1934, and 3,400,000 in 1935. 


Program Self-Supporting. 


The program was practically 
self-supporting. The total expen- 
ditures in anticipation of process- 
ing taxes were $1,233,435,000. The 
taxes actually collected fell short 
of that figure by about $296,000,- 
000, which was the amount held 
up by court injunctions obtained 
by processors against the payment 
of the tax. 

Had all of the taxes which had 
been assessed, $1,219,461,000, been 
paid, the collections would have 
fallen short of expenditures by 
only $14,000,000. Allowing for the 


lag between assessments and col-' 


lections, it seems that the expen- 
ditures would have been fully re- 
paid by tax collections. 

As the program developed, farm 
leaders and farmers played a pro- 
gressively important part in policy 
and in administration. Approxi- 
mately 4,600 county control asso- 
ciations were formed for most of 
‘the basic commodities for which 
voluntary adjustment plans were 
developed. 

Vote for AAA. 

In addition to these local asso- 
ciations, six direct referenda were 
taken in 1934 and 1935 among 
farmers of five of the basic com- 
modities—wheat, cotton, tobacco, 
corn and hogs. Votes were cast 
in these referenda by non-signers 
as well as signers of adjustment 
contracts. The vote for contin- 


uance of production-control meas-, 


ures for the various commodities 
ranged from 67 per cent to more 
than 95 per cent. The total vote 
in these referenda was 4,288,510, 
of which 3,707,642 votes were in 
favor of continuance. 

As far back as late 1934 and 
early 1935, the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration began to 
plan a transition from the tempo-

MARCHING FOR WAR 
HIT BY DR. POLING 


Says Another Conflict Is In- 
evitable Unless Youth Is 
Turned Around. 


Another great war is inevitable 
unless millions of marching youth 
throughout the world “are turned 
around,” Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
“fighting pacifist” of the World 
War and internationally known as 


a champion of youth, declared last | 


night at the close of the 27th an- 
nual Georgia Christian Endeavor 
convention at the First Christian 
church, 

Throughout the world, he said, 
youth is marching, rioting and 
staging demonstrations for such 
dictators as Hitler and Mussolini. 


“They march at the call of a 
desperately-hard patriotism — a 
patriotism which demands they 
pay with their lives if necessary,” 
he said. “They march against each 
other. and not with one. another, 
and they march for persons rather | 
than programs.” 

200 Georgians Hear Address. 


Nearly 200 young people ffom 
all parts of Georgia heard the ad- 
dress by the president of ‘the’ In- 
ternational Society of Christian 
Endeavor. 

He denied that government, edu- 
cation, a revival in ethics or a so- 
lution of the world’s economic 
problems would eliminate the in- 
evitability of war. The solution, 
he said, was in youth’s acceptance 
of the program of Christ. 

Stressing the importance of eco- 
nomic justice, he said “We are 
bound to agree this great nation 
must solve the problem of distri- 


bution of privilege as well as the| 


necessities of life if we are to sur- 
vive as a democratic nation.” 

“But even social security and 
government isn’t enough,” he add- 
ed, “for you can’t make people 
good .by law.” 

Education Helpless. 
Pointing to the helplessness of 
education in bringing about peace, 
he said “we have wisdom in the 
cockpits of planes that swoop 
down over China, and we have 
educated dictators who are beat- 
ing minorities to their knees.” 

The Christian program, he con- 
tinued, is harder than that of Hit- 
ler or Mussolini but “it will turn 
the youth of the world around and 
make them march with one an- 
other.” 

Before making his final address 
last night, Dr. Poling was guest 
of honor at a banquet attended by 
the convention delegates.

They cited these indications of 
the form to be taken by the ad- 
ministration’s new effort to “prime 
the business pump” and aid the 
jobless: 

1. A high administration author- 
ity said the President contem- 
plated asking congress to approve 
a $1,500,000,000 program of pub- 
lic works loans to cities, states and 
other political sub-divisions.. The 
loans. would bear no interest. 

2. Chairman Glass, Democrat, 
Virginia, of the senate appropria- 
tions committee, predicted the ad- 
ministration would ask congress 
to appropriate between $1,250,- 
0,000 and $1,500,000,000 “as a 
st r”’ toward meeting next 
year’s relief needs, , 

3. The administration’s bill to 
authorize the. Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make §$1,- 
500,000,000 of long-term industrial 
and public works loans was near 
the end of its journey through 
congress. Senator Glass agreed 
to changes the house made in the 
senate version of this measure, 
and this indicated to many observ- 
ers that the bill would be sent 
to the White House speedily. 

Non-Interest Loans. 

Interest centered on the pro- 
posal for non-interest-bearing 
public works loans to cities and 
states, which would be required 
to repay them in 50 years at the 
rate of 2 per cent a year. 

Officials said expenditures un- 
der this program could be started 
soon and could furnish badly 
needed demand for the products 
of the lagging heavy industries, 
such as steel. 

Some objections were voiced in 
congress and official circles, how- 
ever, to offering the loans with- 
out interest. The objectors . said 
the government would have to pay 
around 2 per cent for the money 
it lent to cities and states, and 
that the borrowers should pay as 
much. Advocates of the program 
said, however, it would be neces- 
sary for the government to make 
the loans attractive in order to 
get the money out speedily. 

President’s Hopes. 

Authorities said the President 
had in mind for PWA financing 
a vast number of “projects of per- 
manent usefulness” which he 
hoped would flush heavy industry 
with big orders and long pay rolls 
by mid-July. They said that, in 
addition to the usual type of pub- 
lic works, he favored flood con- 
trol projects and the construction 
of multiple dwellings and large 
modern apartments. 

PWA officials have been main- 
taining a skeleton organization 
since the administration shut off 
their expenditures prior to the 
present business slump. 

They said they could start at 
once on many of the 2,798 proj- 
ects which were approved two 
years ago but were never grant- 
ed federal financing. 

Some believed superhighways, 
such as the $60,000,000 road be- 
tween Pittsburgh and Harrisburg, 
Pa., for which the President ap- 
proved a WPA grant of $24,000,- 
000 yesterday, might figure large- 
ly in the new program.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—After 
a conference today with Chairman 
Jesse Jones, of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, Edgar  B. 
Dunlap, of Gainesville, manager 
for the federal agency in Georgia, 
announced that tentative approval 
had been given the proposal foj 
discounting warrants of the staté- 
owned W. & A. railroad as a means 
of financing the new $5,000,000 
state hospital program authorized 
by the legislature. 

It was determined W. & A. war- 
rants will only be eligible for dis- 
count to a point of meeting the 
needs of financing the state hos- 
pital, or approximately $1,620,000. 
This is due to a provision in the 
loan extension act requiring that 
loans be for the purpose of en- 
the employment of la- 

or. 

It was a part of the general 
program: adopted by the legisla- 
tion to use proceeds of the war- 
rants for the six-year period from 
1944 to 1949, inclusive, in aiding 
the county schools and courts. 

With the money to be secured 
from the RFC, Rivers and the 
State Welfare Board plan to match 
other funds obtained from the 
federal Works Progress Adminis- 
tration in building the new state 
hospital.

For the average adult of seden- 
tary habit or one doing light 
work a fair daily ration for vita- 
min B would be 30 units for each 
100 calories in the diet. An opti- 
mal ration of vitamin B (that is, 
more than just enough to prevent 
outspoken symptoms of deficien- 
cy) for such a person would be 
40 to 50 units for each 100 cal- 
ories. 

Every ounce of plain wheat— 
the kind that grows and that one 
can actually buy by the pound, 
peck or bushel from farmer, mill 
or feed store or seed store if one 
pretends it is just a little some- 
thing to feed the partridges or the 
pigeons—contains 60 units of vi- 
tamin. very ounce of wheat 
germ, the heart of the kernel, dis- 
carded in milling flour, contains 
350 units of vitamin B.

Deficient Diet. 

I have been on a liquid diet 
for several weeks for stomach 
trouble, and a_ strict diet for 
months before that. I have devel- 
oped neuritis lately. (M. H. B.) 

Answer—Any physician who 
prescribes any form of dietary re- 
restriction, no matter what for, 
owes it to the patient’s welfare 
to see to it that the diet is proper- 
ly supplemented with adequate 
daily rations of vitamins. If your 
trouble is neuritis it is quite like- 
ly due to prolonged deficiency of 
vitamin B. The physician who 
neglects this precaution, in the 
light of our‘ present knowledge, 
does not give his patient fair or 
proper treatment. Every patient 
requires not less than 30 units of 
vitamin B for each 100 calories in 
the diet. A pint of milk yields 325

If Jupiter were a bright-shining 
sun, it would be the center of a 
little solar system of its own. 
Nine moons go around Jupiter, 
just as nine main planets go 
around our sun. 

As it happens, Jupiter is a plan- 
et, not a sun. We can see it shin- 
ing in the sky because it reflects 
light from the sun. The nine 
moons also reflect sunlight. 


| answer, but there are certain facts 


which may help us. 

Seven of Jupiter’s moons may 
have been thrown off from the 
planet, far back in time. Their 
motion is in the same direction 
as she planet spins while turning 
on its axis. 

The other two moons are the 
farthest from the planet, also the 
smallest of the nine. Each of them 
has a diameter of about 15 miles. 

th are more than 14,000,000 
‘miles distant from Jupiter. 

Where did Jupiter get those two 
little moons? We do not know for 
certain, but her@ is a theory: 

Thé: little moons may have been 
“captured” by Jupiter. They may 
be planetoids, or asteroids, which 
came. within the reach of Jupi- 
ter’s gravity. 

If an exploding planet blew 
parts of itself (that is, asteroids) 
toward Jupiter, it is quite possible 
they were held there. ‘The force 
of their motion when they were 
captured may be what keeps them 
moving in a direction opposite to 
Jupiter’s other seven moons,

Inflationary Devices Indicated 


As Weapon F or Fighting Recession 


Three Courses Are Open to 
Aid Business Slump, 
Says Hughes.

NEW YORK,. April 7.—Three 
courses were open to the admin- 
istration in dealing with the re- 
cession. One was to do nothing 
at all, and that for a time seemed 
to be the policy. 

More recently, however, | the 
President has taken up the rail- 
road situation, appointing a com- 
mittee to draw up recommenda- 
tions and to report to him. At this 
writing, his decision has not been 
announced. There is also the tax 
bill now : pending in congress 
which,. although not yet ready for 
the White House, promises to re- 
move séme of the ‘uneconomic 
features of present laws. Reform 
in that quarter, desirable as. it. is, 
makes no direct attack on the bus- 
iness setback. 

The second course would have 
been to proceed alorig the lines 
suggested by Mrs. Eleanor Pat- 
terson in ‘her open letter to Mr. 
Roosevelt the other day. No one 
expected him to take her advice 
in all its details, but something 
could have been done along that 
line—and still can. 


Government Spending. 


The third way apparently is the 
one to be adopted. It is to return 
to large-scale government spend- 
ing, pump-priming in other words. 

The plan is to ask congress to 
authorize a $1,500,000,000 public 
works program, to be financed by 
a bond issue, the proceeds to be 
reloaned to states and cities with- 
out interest, the principal to be 
repayable in small annual 
amounts, say 2 per cent, over a 
period running to 50 years. That 
is the least desirable. It means 
a huge addition to the national 
debt, already of record propor- 
tions. It is least desirable, also, 
because there is no assurance that 
it will be permanently successful. 
That method has been tried once, 
with only temporary effective- 
ness. 

Doubtless the additional money 
can be raised, although the 
chances are that the new bonds 
for the most part will be taken by 
the banks, which pay for them by 
deposit credits. That is the road 
to credit inflation, to avert which 
reserve requirements of member 
banks were raised twice. It will 
postpone budget balancing to a 
still more distant future. To these 
objections may be added the 
waste and inefficiency of govern- 
ment spending. 

The program will have to be 
accepted by congress, which ought 
to give it non-partisan and inde- 
pendent consideration. If con- 
gress should disapprove, which is 
unlikely if the administration in- 
sists on its adoption, the legisla- 
tive branch of the government 
should be ready with an alterna- 
tive.

Reassuring Business. —_ 
There is still the possibility 
that, besides government spending, 
steps will be taken to reassure 
business now in fear of additional 
restrictions and thereby induce 
private capital to take the risks 
involved in financing private busi- 
ness. If that were done ungrudg- 
ingly, the unfavorable judgment 
passed on the official plan could 
be modified, although it would 
still be objectionable, As to that, 
we shall have to wait and see. 
Under the circumstances, — the 
fate of the. reorganization bill is 
of minor importance, significant 
principally because of the light it 
will throw on congressional inde- 
pendence or the lack of it. 
Meanwhile, Senator Logan, of 
Kentucky, has introduced a bill 
somewhat similar to the Patman 
measure now before the senate 
banking and currency committee. 
The local bill directs the Federal 
Reserve Board to raise the all- 
commodity price level to the 1926 
average by means of open market 
operations. It requires the board 
to keep these operations up “until 
full employment of all. persons 
able and willing. to work shall 
have been achieved. ! 
Somehow or other, one 1s re= 
minded of the mandate given to 
the treasury. to buy silver all over 
the world until the amount of sil- 
ver in our monetary reserves 1S 
one-third of the gold or until the 
world. price of silver 1s raised to 
$1.29 an ounce. That particular 
plan did not get very far. Prob- 
ably neither the Logal bill nor the 
Patman measure will be enacted 
into law, but all the signs point 
to inflationary devices as the fa- 
vored remedy for fighting the re- 
cession. Doubtless the markets 1n 
due time will reflect the outlook.

NEW YORK, April 7.—(P)— 
George R. Jacobus, president of 
the Professional Golfers’ Associa- 
tion, returned from the south to- 
day with a soft denial to Gene 
Sarazen’s charge that politics and 
favoritism kept him from being 
captain of the Ryder cup team. 

Sarazen, at Augusta, Ga., cou- 
pled his attack upon Jacobus with 

-announcement of his retirement 
from cup competition. 

“IT have known for some time 
that Sarazen resented not. being 
selected for the Ryder cup cap- 
taincy by the P. G. A., but he did 
not tell me personally that it was 
the reason for his withdrawal,” 
said Jacobus. 

“As a matter of fact he insisted 
he had played in enough inter- 
national matches, that it was time 
the younger players got more 
chance, and that the trips were 
— too long or tiresome for 

m. 

“I named Walter Hagen to the 
captaincy of the 1937 Ryder cup 
team because I considered him 
the best qualified and most pop- 
ular man for the position. On the 
way to England, where Hagen 
joined the team, I appointed Ed 
Dudley as acting captain, only for 
routine purposes. 

“There was no prejudice against 
Sarazen, last year or. at any other 
time. Hagen has been the logical 
man for the captaincy: since the 
cup matches started, just as Fran- 
cis Ouimet has become a standby 
as leader of the amateurs in 
Walker cup competition. I would 
not hesitate to name Hagen again, 
under similar circumstances.” 

The next Ryder cup matches 
between British and Americar 
professionals, are due to be play- 
ed in the United States in 1939. 


U.S. G. A. Studies 


Exemption Plan 

NEW YORK, April 7.—(P)— 
The United States Golf Associa- 
tion is thinking over a proposal 
to exempt former national open 
champions from sectional qualify- 
ing rounds, but can do nothing 
about it before this year’s totr-. 
nament in Denver, June 9-11. 

The proposal arose over a re- 
port that Bobby Jones might try 
a comeback if exempt from qual- 
ifying play, but Jones has denied 
any interest in pushing such a.

Chief argument against the 
posal at the moment is that it 
would cut the number of sectional 
qualifying places available in the 
championship field of 170 golfers. 

As matters now stand, the top 
30 finishers in the open each year 
are exempt from qualifying sec- 
tionally for the following year’s 
tournament, and are automatically 
eligible to compete. In addition, 
the home club pro is also exempt, 
leaving 139 places for which the 
hundreds of golfing hopefuls 
throughout the country may com- 
pete by sections.

Battleship Calls on Blood of His 
Sire, Man o° War, To Win 


LIVERPOOL, England (By Mail)—-Today I. saw Battle- 
ship, son of Man'o’ War, win the 100th running of the Grand- 
National, greatest of all jumping races, run at Aintree, where 
since 1839 the race has been run. . 


I saw him make the last of the 30 jumps, a terrific thrust 
over water and fence of 15 feet, trailing the Irish horse, Royal 
Danieli, and then come on to win by ‘half a head, while 300,- 
000 or more people scréamed and roared. 

It was a great and gallant finish by the son of a 
great and gallant horse, a victory which did not come 
until four and a half miles had been run and 30 jumps 
made with 150 pounds on his back, and he, the little 
‘ hoss, just 15 hands, two inches high. 

I stood’ and cheered him and looked at the old Stars and 
Stripes in the wind and thought of “Big Red” back there on 
the farm:in Kentucky and of the Derby with War Admiral win- 
ning it—and who can blame me if there was, for a moment, 
a bit of mist:in the eyes. Horses are grand things. 

They said of this son of Big Red that he was too 
small to win. They said he could not make the 30 
jumps. And one expert, the best in all England, said 
that Battleship likely would be in his element at Bech- 
er’s brook or at Valentine’s, they being full of water. 
Even his trainer said he feared the horse was too small. 
But they forgot that his blood was big. 

. He was behind when they hit “the flat” with the 
last jump behind. The big Irish horse, a grand one, too, 
Royal Danieli, was im front. But the tired little horse 

_ found something from the reservoir of Big Red—and 
came on to win. It was, in many years of looking at 
things in sport, the grandest finish to any race or game 

or contest I’ve ever seen. 

There were those who thought that War Admiral was too 
small to win the Kentucky Derby. He wasn’t. That was a mile 
and a quarter with 125 pounds up. I saw War Admiral win. 
And today I saw another son win, Battleship, the best one of 
them all. 


A GREAT RACE—A GREAT DAY. 


You could take the estimated 70,000 people who see the 
Kentucky Derby and remove that many from the crowd at Ain- 
tree and not notice the loss. They estimate more than a quar- 
ter of a million and it must be at least 300,000 who see the 
race. .

The scene is a strange one to American eyes. There 

are windows for wagering.

of at least three wholesalers to- 
day in Augusta, where whisky was 
sold openly for years in defiance 
of the recently supplanted Geor- 
gia dry law. 

(Meanwhile, Ware county citi- 
zens cast their ballots on the re- 
peal question, voting legalization 
of liquor by an unofficial count of 
522 for and 210 against. Way- 

cross is the county seat.) 

Marvin Griffin, state superin- 
tendent of liquor ‘warehouses un- 
der the new statute providing lo- 
cal option whisky referenda, said 
the liquor was subject to state tax 
or to confiscation as contraband. 

All liquor sold or processed in 
Georgia, it was. explained, must 
bear Georgia tax stamps, in addi- 
tion to federal markings or those 
of any other state. . 

Augusta several years ago li- 
censed liquor sales here on a 
“home rule” basis approved by 
city council. Bottles were dis- 
played prominently in stores dur- 
ing the era when Georgia law for- 
bade anything stronger than beer 
and wine. The local option meas- 
ure was passed by the state legis- 
lature early this year. 

Wet Votes in 1935-37. 

Richmond county, of which Au- 
gusta is the seat, gave strong ma- 
jorities for repeal in the 1935 and 
1937 state referenda, when the old 
dry law was upheld. Final ar- 
rangements for a local option vote 
tomorrow were under way as the 
state agents appeared. 

“The Augusta dealers were 
warned on February 16 to stop 
selling their ‘locally legalized’ 
liquor,” said Griffin. “The, state 
is entitled to the tax and the state 
needs the tax.” 

Mayor R. E, Allen, of Augusta, 
this afternoon said that he had 
been assured by a state official in 
Atlanta that whisky impounded 
by the state agents would not be 
confiscated. 

If Richmond county votes for 
repeal tomorrow the liquor will be 
returned to the owners, he said 
he had been assured. 

Receipts Are Given. 

“Receipts are being given,” the 
mayor said, “and the liquor will 
be returned when it is legalized. 
It will have the proper stamp tax 
affixed.” 

Those who suffered the loss of 
their liquor today took small con- 
solation from the mayor’s assur- 
ance, however. 

“T stand to lose any way it comes 
out,” one said. “I’ve already paid 


the South Carolina tax on what 
I had, and when and if it is re- 
turned, I’ll be stuck for the Geor- 
gia state tax. I’m hooked any way 
you look at it.” 

Mr. Griffin said this afternoon 
that he and his men would “prob- 
ably remain here several days,” 
but did not disclose where activi- 
ties would be taken up next. 

Dealers in other cities, where a 
situation similar to Augusta’s ex- 
isted, he said, had paid tax on 
their stocks from inventories made 
by state men, but here they had 
refused to do so. He arranged for 
a place to impound the stocks. 

No criminal charges were 
placed, but dealers asserted if 
their stocks are held as contraband 
by the state their losses will run 
into several thousand dollars. 
Agents sought out both retailers 
and wholesalers. 

. Call for Governor. 

A group of Augusta residents, 
seeking to have the raids counter- 
manded, tried to call Governor 
Rivers in Atlanta over an open 
telephone as crowds looked on. He 
wasn’t in. Neither was Revenue 
Commissioner Grady Head, who 
is due in Savannah tomorrow to 
arrange legal sales in Chatham 
county; which voted wet March 18.

In another developmen: in the 
liquor situation, at Nashville,

Supersedeas Asked. 

The petitioners, who charge the 
liquor question did not come un- 
der Governor Rivers’ call for the 
special legislative session which 
enacted the local option law, de- 
manded a supersedeas to preserve 
the status in Berrien until the su- 
preme court can act. 

They argued that if a super- 
sedeas were not granted and an 
election held, the question would 
become most and therefore pre- 
sent nothing to be determined by 
the supreme court. Judge Smith 
gave counsel until Saturday - to 
submit briefs on the question. 

Litigation over the first county 
to vote, Dougherty (Albany), is 
now before the supreme _ court, 
with arguments scheduled later 
this month. A supersedeas was re- 
fused when an attempt was made 
to block the election in that 
| county.

Warning Signs, 
Halt Apoplexy 


NEW YORK, April 7.—-(/)— 
Apoplexy, the “stroke” which 
heretofore has’ killed without 
warning, can now be foreseen and 
warded off, the American College 
of Physicians was informed to- 
day. 

Apoplexy’s official name is cere- 
bral hemorrhage. The federal 
census ranks it as the fifth cause 
of death from disease in the 
United States. Ahead of it are 
heart trouble, cancer, pneumonia 
and kidney disease. 

It has been one of the most 
feared of all diseases because it 
has seemed to_._— strike in good 
health, without giving a chance 
to realize the danger. 

Eight definite signs which fore- 
tell the approach of one of these 
apoplectic strokes were described 
to the college by Albert S. Hyman, 
M. D., director of the Witkin 
Foundation for the study and pre- 
vention of heart disease. 


All these warning signals occur 
in the region of the head and in 
definite ways that show they are 
connected with the brain. They 
range from headaches to dizzi- 
ness, always coupled with high 
blood pressure. They occur, he 
said, during the danger zone which 
precedes one of these strokes. 

A treatment for them, he said, 
has been developed by the foun- 
dation and proved to be effective 
in 81 per cent of the cases treated. 
It has been under test for three 
years. 

The new treatment is known as 
subdural spinal anesthetic block. 
By this method the anesthetic is 
injected, not into the spine, but 
into the outer of three linings 
covering the spine. 

With this treatment high blood 
pressure is lowered in some per- 
sons for “relatively long periods 
of time,” but never permanently, 
it was said.
